Tradition of Burled Wealth Lingers 
and Is Occasionally Mads Stronger 


by Finds—Some Heavy Cold 


Ornaments Unearthed.' 


For centuries the search for ancient 


treasure has been pursued In tho glens 
and wild places of the highlands ol 
Scotland, and sometimes unexpected 
"finds" have been made, writes th« 
duko of Argyll in Youth's Companion. 
For instance, a tradition that a treas- 
ure was hidden at Inverary had long 
been handed d_own. According to the 
legend, it would never be found except 
by a stranger. Generation after gen- 
eration of children searched for it. If 
a badger made a hole in the hillside 
the children believed that the bad- 
ger had the scent, and dug up his bur- 
row; but no young or old badger ever 
came forth with bangles on its neck 
or its nose. The children -watched 
every rabbit scrape or hen scrape to 
see if animal or bird had been at- 
tracted by anything shining under the 
sod or in the sand. 


Then drainage was introduced. For- 


merly the glen was too wet to bo cul- 
tivated, except on dry slopes where 
water could not gather, and a hand 
plow did all the necessary furrowing. 
But now red tiled pip«s were put down 
to drain off water from flatter ground, 
and it was possible to sow In com- 
paratively level places. 


One pretty piece of grass land un- 


der a cliff was pointed out as a- good 
bit for plowing. From the precipice 
above a great rock had fallen in long 
past ages. This had to be removed. 
The man at the plow tail was a 
stranger, an Englishman. 


He put a bag of powder under the 


rock to blow it lip. 
The explosion 


followed, the partly splintered 
rock 


heaved, and fell on its side. Under- 
neath where it had been was a gleam 
of the lost treasure! There were three 
bautlful, heavy gold braceleets, two of 
which had cups at their ends. 
The 


treasure had been found, and by a 
"stranger," as prophesied. 


Those bracelets were beautifully 


wrought; one of them had plain ends 
where the wrist was slipped through. 
As for the pair with the hollow cups, 
an old tradition was recalled which 
declared that no person who had com- 
mitted a fault could be forgiven unless 
the cups of gold at the gap in the 
bracelets were filled with his peniten- 
tial tears. There is just room for the 
nose, like the wrist to slip In between 
tho golden ends, and it Is possible to 
bold the cups under the two eyes. 


Sometimes ignorant men who have 


found such- bracelets have looked on 
the gold as mere brass. In one case 
a number of bracolels found in an 
island of the Hebrides were used as 
-drawer handles for an old pine chest 
of drawers. A peddler came to the 
collage, found that the old chest had 
very heavy handles, and gave 15 shil- 
lings, or $3.75, for it. 
He took it 


away and sold the old handles for 
£20 each.

lets must have been a burden to a 
Celtic beauty.

KEPT THE PIPE ALIGHT 


SOLDIER'S ONLY THOUGHT WAS 


OBEDIENCE TO ORDERS. 


Incident That Is Typical of the Devo- 


tion Field Marshal Blucher In- 


spired Among Men Who Fol- 


lowed Him to Victory. 


Old Field Marshal Blucher was par- 


ticularly fond of three things—a glass 
of wine, a game of cards and a pipe of 
tobacco. With the two former he was 
frequently obliged to dispense, but he 
could not and would not do without 
the latter, nor could he help Indulg- 
ing in smoking if it were ever so lit- 
tle, before lie undertook njiything seri- 
oua. 
A few puffs at the spur of the 


moment would satisfy him, but to do 
without them at all was a matter of, 
Impossibility. For this purpose 
he 


had appointed as his pipebearer one 
of his "boys" (as he used to' call his 
hussars a fellow countryman from Bo- 
stock—Christian 
Hennemann — who 


had charge of a large box of common 
long Dutch clay- pipes, all filled with 
tobacco and ready for use at a mo- 
ment's notice. 
This box constituted 


the principal item of the marshal's 
field equipage. Hennemann was so de- 
•voted to his master and his charge 
that he would have killed on the spot 
anyone who attempted to purloin a 
pipe from the box or bring the latter 
in danger of breaking some of the 
precious (to him sacred) contents. 


On the morning of the memorable 


battle of Waterloo 
Hennemann had 


just handed his master a lighted pipe, 
•when a cannon ball struck the ground 
close by, scattering earth and. gravel 
in all directions and causing the white 
charger on which Blucher was mount- 


[ cd to spring aside—a maneuver that 


I broke the pipe into a thousand pieces 


j before the owner had time even to lift 
Jt to his lips. 
.

"Just keep a lighted pipe ready for 


me; I shall be back in a few moments, 
nfier I have driven away the rascally 
French churls." With these words. 
Blucher gave the command, "Forward, 
boys!" and off he galloped with his 
cavalry. Instead, however, of a chase 
of a few minutes, it was a rapid march 
of nearly a whole hot summer day, as 
we all know from history. 


After the battle was over Blucher 


rode back with Wellington to the place 
where he first got a glimpse of the 
combating armies, and nearlng the 
spot where Blucher had halted in the 
morning they saw to their surprise' a 
solitary man, his head tied with 
a 


handkerchief, one arm in a sling and 
calmly smoking a pipe.
